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There are few more enigmatic leaders in the world today 
than Egyptian FresJdent Anwar Sadat, though equally few 
who -have the responsibilities of being in ithe pivotal situation 
that Mr. Sadat has been in since coming into office in 1970. 

Regionally, he cooled hris relations with many colleagues 
by signing the interim disengagement agreement with Israel 
last fall, a move that simultaneously won rave reviews in the 
international press because it gave the outside world the mi¬ 
rage image of peace movements in the Middle East. 

Quite courageously, Sadat signed the document and 
went through with the disengagement, complete, for the ro¬ 
mantics, with an impromptu football game between Israeli 
and Egyptian soldiers. 

On the global level, he has been playing a dazzling game 
by wanning up to the U.S. while all the time complaining 
about a lack of Russian military aid. An offshoot of this has 
been the Egyptian effort to improve political and economic 
relations with the EEC countries. While the late President 
Nasser played one power off against the other, Sadat today 
engages in a far more difficult and en-thrallmg game — he 
plays bail with all the powers at once. 

But then, politically, militarily and economically, Egypt 
needs all the help it can get. The superpowers not being 
enough, President Sadat has also been movnng closer to the , 
wealthy oil producers, including Iran. His trip this week to 
Saudi Arabia and four other Gulf states is essentially a fund- 
raising effort, and, like the others that preceded it, th&s one 
wiH come up with another several hundred million dollars 
in aid. 

Sadat’s Gulf connection, however, far transcends the 
financial arena. He is hooked up now with several heavy¬ 
weight Gulf oil producers in setting up the first real Arab 
armaments industry, in Egypt, with Gulf money and European 
(mainly French and British) technology combining to produce 
a purely Arab source of arms. This will take several years 
to come to fruition, but it will significantly cut the Egyptian 
president’s obligatory ties to the Soviets. It will also allow 
him the first semblance of freedom to manoeuvre among the 
world’s major powers, something he seems to enjoy doing. 

It is easy enough for observers to criticise Sadat’s moves, 
and we have joined those who believe the Sinai disengage¬ 
ment agreement is nothing more than a clever hoax on the 
part of that clever man Henry Kissinger. The enigma about 
| Mr. Sadat is that he has sustained the criticism, and some¬ 
times even the ridicule, of critics in the Middle East and 
throughout the world. Yet he has shown the capacity to act 
decisively, such as when he expelled the Soviets from Egypt 
and when he took part dn the 1973 October War. 

It is for this reason that his trip throughout the Gutf this 
week may prove to be more than just a voyage for money, 
because the leverage he has with the added political and 
economic support of the Gulf oil producers makes him an 
ever more formidable actor in the international political 
game. Whether he uses that power to force a just settlement 
of the conflict with Israel — and nobody is taking bets here 
— ultimately depends on his power base in Egypt and throu¬ 
ghout the Middle East. This is what he is trying to strengthen 
these days, and he may deserve some more time to make good 
on his endless promises to settle with Israel only if Israel 
withdraws completely from occupied Arab territories and re¬ 
cognises the rights of the Palestinians. Because of Sadat’s 
pivotal position in the battle against Israel, one continues to 
curse the day he agreed to sign the Sinai disengagement 
agreement and anticipate the day when he may prove he 
dad the right thing.
